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Americans win Motocross 


des Nations

BIELSTEIN, WEST GERMANY, SEPT. 13 

The American team of Danny LaPorte, Donnie Hansen, Johnny O'Mara, 
and Chuck Sun proved superior once again in the Motocross des 
Nations, a 500cc MX which pits four man teams from different 
countries against one another. As in last week's Trophee des Nations 
win, the Honda team made U.S. history with the MX des Nations 


triumph. 


Consistency was the American team's winning factor with LaPorte 
running 6-2, Hansen 2-13, O'Mara 11-8, and Sun 20-DNF. Sun fell in the 
second moto and reinjured his right ankle, which was on the mend 
from a crash in this year's National MX Series. 

The final tally read America 42 points for the overall win, Great Britain 
second with 43 and Belgium third with 63. Sweden's Hakan Carlqvist 
won both motos, with that team placing fifth overall.

AMA has received advance notice of 
proposed Department of Transporta- 
Чоп rulemaking that opens “the 
golden door of opportunity to motor- 
cyclists,” according to AMA's Govern- 
ment Relations Department. The pro- 
posal sets forth rules established by the 
recent Congressional decision to seek 
ublic input for priorities for Federal 
ding of highway programs. In brief, 
Congress rejected DOT highway safety 
funding priorities, and is now putting 
the question to the American public. 
In March, 1981, the National High- 
way Traffic Safety Administration 
(NHTSA) submitted a revised highway 
safety funding eligibility list, based on 
severe Esa restrictions of the Reagan 
budget. The four suggest priorities (al- 
cohol programs, emergency medical 
training, police traffic services and 
traffic records) were rejected by the 
Reconcilation Act, 
NHTSA was sent "back to the drawing 


board,” seeking funding priorities di- 


rectly from the public to get the most 
effective. benefits. per iture, The

The D-37 Board of Directors has 
asked the Checkers M.C. to raise 
the entry fee on their Oct. 10 
Check Cahse from $28 to $30, with 
the extra $2 going to the Legal 
Defense Fund. The  Checkers 
report that all systems are go on 
obtaining the necessary permits, 
but some resistance is expected 
from environmentalists — “The 
only problem we foresee is that 
Mr. (Ike) Eastvold may try and stop 
us with a lawsuit" said one 
Checker. Last year D-37 spent 
$11,000 defending itself from a suit 
over the Check Chase, and current 
reports are that the Defense Fund 
is back up to the $11,000 mark after 
the idle but unresolved lawsuit 
over the Desert Plan. Going back 
to the race, the Checkers say 
entries close Sept. 30. 


Harley-Davidson has petitioned the 
National Highway Traffic Safety Ad- 
ministration to permit modulated 
(flashing) headlights for daytime use. 
The modulated headlight increases 
operator visibility and Harley wents to 
offer it as an option. Current law only 
allows flashing lights on emergency ve- 
hicles, turn signals and  hazard' 
indicators. 


Bruce Penhall, the newly crowned 
World Speedway Champion, will 
make his return to California later 
this month. It'll be a brief visit, but 
you can catch him in action at the 
California State Speedway Cham- 


pionship at San Bernardino's Inland 
Motorcycle Speedway on Sept. 23. 
Two days later, The Fox will be rid- 
ing at Costa Mesa on the Orange 
Show Fairgrounds weekly Friday 
night program. He'll also be on 
hand at the adjacent swap meet 
before and after the Costa Mesa 
races to sign autographs and pro- 
mote his book, Bruce Penhall’s 
Stars and Bikes. 


Husqvarna will post a three man team 
for he upcoming Trans-USA Series. 
Mike Guerra, sixth in the World 250cc 
Motocross Championship, will carry 
the banner in the International class. 
Bill Grossi and Gary Pustelak will run 
in the 500cc Support class. 


The Soboba GP, long a classic 
event on the southern California 
racing scene, will be a D-37 event 
run by the Desert Vipers in '82, 
scheduled for Feb. 21. Known as a 
tough, grueling GP, the race has 
been run annually on the Soboba 
Indian Reservation near Hemet. 


Got a CZ lying around the garage 
somewhere? Well, get out there, work 
out a deal with the spiders to get it 
back, and race prep the ol' commie 
‘crosser, because the CZ World Cham- 
pionships will be held Oct. 3 at Saddle- 
back Park. It's not so much a race — 
though there are two 30-minute motos 
— as a happening. Everything Czecho- 
slovakian, from Pete Maly's latest 
single shocker CZ to the old twin pipes 
of the late ‘60s, will be running 
around. In addition to the World 
Championship, there will be awards 
like Best Vintage Bike, Hard Luck 
Award, Trickest Bike and others. For

Tickets, available at 
Yamaha dealers, will include un- 
limited use of all Knott's rides and 
attractions, the first public 
showing of Yamaha's ‘82 line, 
private barbeque with live enter- 
tainment and continuous motorcy- 
cle movies.

Alabama International Speedway 
(Talladega) will hold а press 
conference tomorrow (Wednesday, 
September 9) during which they're 
expected to announce that Honda will 
sponsor the '82 Talladega Pro-Am 
Road Race. 


An AMA promoters meeting was 
held at the AMA offices in Wester- 
ville, Ohio, on August 27, and word 
has it the Atlanta Supercross round 
for ‘82 is cancelled. Road Atlanta 
will be back in action for a National 
MX round in May of next year, and 
there is a possibility of a Supercross 
round in Pittsburgh in July. '- 
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What is well known, has four 
turns and two very long straight- 
aways? What is noted for having 
race after race decided on the 
last lap, the final turn or at the finish 
line? They call it the San Jose Mile. 

The eighth and final mile National 
event of 1981 is on tap for Sunday 
afternoon, Sept. 20, hosting from 13- 
18,000 fans from Canada to the 
Mexican border. 

Fourteen of the riders entered are 
mile track winners, eight of whom 
have already won the San Jose Mile at 
least once. Three of these eight have 
won it twice. Nobody has ever won it 
three times. Nobody. 

Not too long ago only one, two, 
maybe three riders would enter any 
mile event and have even the slightest 
chance of winning. Not true anymore, 
or at least when it come to the San Jose 
event. 

Two of our past and present Grand 
National champs, Steve Eklund and 
Randy Goss, have only won one mile 
race in their careers. At San Jose of 
course, where past performance on 
any type of track means little or 
nothing. 

Looking back at those years when 
just a few were capable of winning on 
a mile we find that nine time mile 
winner Joé Leonard only won at San 
Jose once. Kenny Roberts — a 29 time 
National winner — only won at San 
Jose once. Hank Scott — who is now 
tied with Leonard with nine mile wins 
— has won at San Jose only once, but 
has won at Indy three: times*and at 





Sacramento on two occasions. 

On the other side of the page there 
is Greg Sassaman. Remember him? He 
was on the scene for a very short time 
and won only one National race — the 
San Jose mile. Then there is Garth 
Brow, a steady part time racer on the 
circuit each year and never a 
contender for the title. But Brow 
stands alone at San Jose. He is the only 
rider to win both San Jose Miles the 
same year! 

Every brand wins at San Jose. H-D, 
BSA, Triumph and Yamaha have all 
been first at one time or another. It is 
a surprise track that finds Yamaha 
350s beating the big 7505 in the Junior 
Invitationals. 

It is an event that started in 1957 
wiht little or no publicity and was 
moved out after only two years. It was 
brought back in 1972 and became so 
popular under the Barkhimer & 
Associates promotional banner that 
starting in 1977 it was run twice each 
year. Some people would like to see it 
at least four to six times each season. 

The San Jose Mile insures close 
racing. Not only in the heats, semis 
and Trophy events, but the 25-mile, 
16-rider final as well. Since 1972 only 
two winners were guaranteed before 
the start of the final lap! 

In the early years the promoters 
could not fill the center grandstand. 
Then people started hearing what a 
mile event was all about. Soon they 
had to add bleachers in front of the 
grandstand. 

Then the bleachers filled up and 
they had to open up the standing roon 
down the straightaway and into the 
first turn. Soon the turn was filled and 
the people wer pushing towards the 
back chute. 

Then the promoters added yet 
another grandstand. They put it in a 
location not found at any other mile 
— outside of the last turn. It only took 
the people a race or:two to’find ‘out 


about this area for viewing. We used 
to plead with them to go down there 
and give it a try. Now they are adding 
2,000 more seats in that turn where 
the stands are officially known as, 
“The Dud Perkins Grandstands,” after 
that fine old gentleman who did so 
much for racing and passed away a 
few years ago. 

The track has a record of near- 
perfect weather/racing conditions. 
Only once has a few drops of rain 
fallen on it during race day. On that 
day Steve Eklund was bidding for his 
first (and only) mile win. In the first 
few laps of the final his battery went 
dead and he slowed and was getting 
ready to coast in when the race was 
stopped due to the dew. Steve got a 
new battery, lined up last — and went 
on to win the races by inches at the 
line, never leading the race until the 
final 10 feet. That's what they call a 
"typical" San Jose final. 

Another year an obscure Expert got 
into the far turn too hot, like they still 
do on occasion, only this rider really 
was testing his luck. He and his bike 
totally cleared the high board fence 
and landed in the patio area of a house 
where the owners were hosting a yard 
party. A month later he was back 
racing but never quite got over his 
record leap and retired soon after. 

It's the same track where we have 
seen as many as half the field still in 
contention for the win after the 
halfway mark. It's the track where we 
have seen more than five riders coming 
out of the last turn on the last lap, 
inches apart, going for the checkered 
flag. Its a track where you can 
actually start last (16th) and come on 
for the win. It's been done not once, 
but twice, in recent years. 

It's the tough track where former 
number опе riders like Carroll 
Resweber, Dick Mann, Gary Nixon 
and Mert Lawwill tried time and time 
again to-win and never ‘did: ‘It’s the 


track Gene Romero won on in ‘73 and 
has tried 13 more times to win again. 
Sept. 20 will be his 14th try. 

San Jose is the same black dirt oval 
where Ricky Graham was the leader 
with only a lap to go — and did not 
win, or even finish second. The same 
track where Skip Aksland has both 
won and lost the big one on the final 
lap. 

At most tracks you can get an early 
indication of a possible winner by who 
is fast in the time trials. Or maybe 
even better, the heat race winners. Not 
at San Jose. Mike Kidd, one of the 
three riders going for the title this year 
along with Gary Scott and Randy 
Goss, was all of these things one year. 

Everything went right for Kidd in 
time trials, he won his heat race by a 
wide margin (for San Jose that is any- 
thing more than five yards) and then 
had the main event in the bag going 
into the final turn on the 25th mile. 

Then the engine quit and he did not 
finish in the top 10. Mike has never 
won at San Jose on the mile but has 
won mile finals at DuQuion, Indy and 
Sacramento. The Texan can tell you 
how tough it is to win at the Santa 
Clara County Fairgrounds. 

For the final mile of the year they 
have even now gone into Saturday for 
the planned record crowd. The entire 
front of the grounds, inside the main 
gate, will host a motorcycle swap 
meet, the best country western band 
on the west coast and various booths 
with dealers showing 1981-82 models 
of your favorite brand. It runs all day 
on Saturday, the 19th. 

If all this crammed into two days is 
not enough, then add this. For the 
final mile race of the year the high 
point miler for the season will be 
decided. Hank Scott has 69 points and 
Gary Scott and Mike Kidd are a single 
point back, with 68 apiece. That's 


close.

I read with dismay the article about 
Sturgis '81 by Richard Creed (Cycle 
News issue #34), as there were many 
inaccurate statements that need clarify- 
ing. One of the incorrect statements 
was that he was secretary of our asso- 
ciation, the White Plate Flat Trackers 
Assn. The only problem is that he has 
never been to even one meeting that 
we have had, so he doesn't know what 
is going on in the association, nor can 
he speak for us. 

He states that Pappy Hoel's name 
does not appear as an officer in the 
WPFTA. Again, if he would have at- 
tended a meeting, he would know that 
Pappy was appointed Executive Director 
of the group, and that his name so 
appears on the monument. He states 
that the Chamber of Commerce hosted 
a breakfast for us. That is not true. As 
you.can see by the invitation, it was a 
no-host breakfast, and Pappy and I 
made all the arrangements for it, from 
where people would be seated to what 
we ate. 


At the dedication later the same 
day, he states that Lin Kuchler was to 
be the speaker. Again wrong, as I was 
the master of ceremonies. I had called 
Lin and asked him to give a message 
for the group. Lin's message was given 
by Kathy Wanta of the AMA who did 
a great job. Creed did not know this, 
as he had left the dedication for the 
park again. 

I guess the thing that made me the 
maddest is his statement on page 22 
that the least important aspect of the 
rally is the races. The races are what 
built Sturgis to what it is today with 
the crowds, and what keeps it going 
and growing. I have yet to see Creed at 
the track, and if he were there he 
would see a crowd that completely sur- 
rounds the track with vehicles packed 
with people on the tops and all around 
them. The stands are full, too. 
Granted, we could always use a larger 
gate, but to say they are the least im- 
portant is an asinine statement. I have 
been going to Sturgis since 1949, and 
if the races stopped, I and thousands 
of others would no longer be there. 

Creed states that until five years 
ago, Sturgis was a well kept secret. I 
have photos of Main Street blocked off 
20 years ago with motorcycles lining 








the street on both sides and down the 
middle. It was.a secret to him, as I 
would guess that's when he first came. 

This year we had over 50 retired Ex- 
perts from the year prior to 1970, and 
we are already making plans for '82. 
We hope to double the number of old 
riders there. I made a motion that we 
add the riders from 1970, '71, now and 
each year add another year so we keep 
getting the Experts that have raced in 
those years. In another motion, it was 
vé quin that we get a secretary that 
will attend the meetings and do some- 


thing for the association. Both motions, 


passed. 
P.S. We had a ‘roast’ for Pappy, too, 
which he didn't show up at either.

Maximum two hour delay for 
Nationals 


After reading Jack Sisemore's letter 
in the Sept. 2 issues of Cycle News 
West, I decided to write him and the 
AMA. I was at the DuQuoin Mile on 
Saturday, July 25, and spent the day 
waiting for a decision about whether 





the race would run or not. The long, 
hot afternoon was kept under control 
through the efforts of many. AMA an- 
nouncer, Dave Despain, did an excel- 
lent job over the P.A. with the crowd. 
Outside the pit area, under shade trees, 
riders, mechanics, sponsors, and crews 
were busy entertaining the large crowd 
which had left the grandstands.

Springsteen wins, 
Gary Scott pads 
point lead at 


Syracuse

SYRACUSE, NY, SEPT. 13 


Three-time Grand National Champion Jay 
Springsteen led every lap but one of the 25-lap 
Syracuse Mile to score the 28th National victory 
of his career. Despite a restart, Springsteen un- 


officially averaged over 100 mph 
and at the end of the high-speed 
chase he was joined in winner's 
circle by runner-up Hank Scott 
Scott and third place finisher 
Scott Parker. 


The victory at the New York State 
Fairgrounds track moved Springsteen 
into a tie with Bart Markel for second 
place on the all-time National win list, 


just one victory short of Kenny Roberts' 
record 29. 

The battle for the Number One plate 
saw all five riders who had a mathe- 
matical chance qualify for the Na- 
tional, but when the checkered flag 
fell only three riders were still in the 
hunt, and one of them in a local hos- 
pital. 

Scott Pearson and Hank Scott fin- 
ished eighth and second respectively, 


but the points they garnered weren't 
enough to keep them in the chase with 
only two races remaining (San Jose and 
Ascot). 

Gary Scott finished 11th and added 
four precious points to his leading 
total, which now stands at 177. De- 
fending champ Randy Goss retired 
from the race on the 12th lap with me- 
chanical problems and Mike Kidd 
crashed on the 16th go-around. Ironi- 
cally, Goss and Kidd were the only two 
retirees and they finished out of the 
points in the 16-man field. Kidd re- 
mains in second place in the point stand- 
ings with 171, and Goss in third with 
166. 

Kidd, who was riding a Roberts- 
Lawwill Racing/Wrangler sponsored 
Harley, walked away from his crash, 
but was taken to a nearby hospital for 
x-rays of a suspected neck injury. He 
was released Sunday evening and flew 
back to his Texas home. "After I hit 
my head and shoulder on the wall I 
was so dingy I didn't even know what 
year it was. They kept me in the hos- 
pital for about four hours and took 
about 30 X-rays of my neck and kept 
telling me I had a neck injury, but I 
don't think that's a problem," said 
Kidd. “1 also have a crack in my should- 
er blade, but that's from an old '71 in- 
jury. I've got full movement of my 
arm, but it's really stiff and it looks 
like I have a grapefruit on my back 
from the swelling. I'm going to confer 
with my bone specialist tomorrow, but 
I'll be ready for San Jose." 


Qualifying 

A slim turnout of 36 riders were on 
hand for time trials and the fastest was 
Scott Parker on a Tex Peel-tuned 
Harley. Parker posted a 36.256 second 
lap, followed by Terry Poovey at 
56.350, Ted Boody with 36.360 and 
Hank Scott at 36.398. 

Of the top three title contenders, 
Gary Scott was noticeably the slowest 





in qualifying with a 37.170. Kidd post- 
ed a 36.418 and Goss a 36.549 lap. 

Steve Oort's 37.913 was the slowest 
of the time trials. 


Heats 


Before what promoter Don Brymer 
called a “record crowd," fast qualifier 
Scott Parker led every lap to win the 
first 10-lap heat race, opening up a 
comfortable margin over runner-up 
Steve Eklund. Eklund dropped Kidd 
to third, the last advancement position, 
on the last lap after the pair had 
conducted a seesaw battle throughout 
the race. 

The second heat produced the kind 
of action that Winston Pro Series mile 
races have become famous for — a 
multi-rider drafting, position swap- 
ping affair that had everyone stand- 
ing. 

ew Poovey, Randy Goss, Scott 
Pearson, Steve Morehead and Ricky 
Campbell were the riders involved and 
they swapped positions all around the 
track. But when the checkered flag 
waved it was Poovey, Goss and Pearson 
taking the 1-2-3 spots and advancing 
to the National. 

Lance Jones, riding injured Billy 
Labire's Daytona International Speed- 
way sponsored XR, and Ted Boody 
hooked up in a tremendous battle in 
the third heat, but Boody's ride ended 
on the ninth lap when his engine gave 
out. Jones romped home the winner 
with second going to points leader 
Gary Scott, who had to work his way 
up to that position with hard work in 
the corners after he realized his Harley 
was down on horsepower. Wayne 
Rainey took third. 

The fourth and final heat race was a 
Jay Springsteen/Hank Scott show. The 
pair crossed the start/finish line side- 
by-side on nearly every lap and took 
turns waving each other on as one and 
then the other would put.a drafting 
slingshot pass into. play. Springsteen, 
aboard the Bill Werner tuned factory 








Harley, finished first, inches ahead of 
runner-up Scott. Third went to Bubba 
Rush who had a similar battle with 
Garth Brow during the closing laps. 


Junior Invitational 

Five of the 12 riders who qualified 
for the 12-lap Junior Invitational race 
took turns leading the event, but when 
Mike Hilley unloaded on the 11th lap 
the red flag was waved to stop the race 
and Ken Houston, who was leading on 
the previous lap, was declared the 
winner. 

Fred Miller, who was in the hunt 
right down to the stripe, was second 
with third going to Ms. Tammy Kirk. 
The points Kirk earned were enough 
to earn her an Expert plate for '82. 
She's only the second woman in AMA 
dirt track history to make it to the 
Expert ranks. Diane Cox preceeded 
her. 

Houston thanked sponsors "Suzuki 
of Paris (Tennessee), Carl Patrick, 

Castrol, Fass Gass and KK Supply," 

adding, "I wasn't sure whether I'd get 

it or Miller would. We really had a 

good race." 


Two riders from each of the two 10- 
lap semi races would advance to the 
National starting field's third row. 

Advancing out of the first semi were 
winner Alex Jorgensen and runner-up 
— by inches — Steve Morehead. The

Behind the Springer runaway and 
the Poovey/Hank Scott came Scott 
Parker, unable to gain on the leaders 
but able to maintain fourth ahead of a 
position swapping battle behind him.

On the 11th lap, Lady Luck frowned 
on Goss and he coasted to a stop with 
what was thought to be a trashed front 
piston on his factory Harley-Davidson 
XR750 V-twin. 


After Springsteen crossed the line to 
complete his 15th lap nearly a straight- 
away ahead of Hank Scott and Poovey 
and even further ahead of fourth place 
runner Parker, the four-man pack of 
Jones, Kidd, Boody and Gary Scott 
flew into turn one. Boody stuffed it in 
lower than Kidd and the two apparent- 
ly touched with Kidd going down and 
sliding into the haybales. That brought 
out the red flag to stop the race. 

Springsteen's rear tire was all but 
worn out and he and most of the other 
riders helped their crews mount new 
rubber. 

The single file restart had Spring- 
steen in front with Hank Scott, Poovey, 
Parker, Jones, Boody, Gary Scott, Jor- 
gensen, Morehead, Rainey, Pearson, 
Rush, Eklund and Brow lined up 
behind Jay. 

The crowd buzzed as talk centered 
around Springers runaway, the fact 
that both Kidd and Goss had retired 
with no points, and Gary Scott's chances 
on improving his seventh place to pad 
his points-lead. But two laps after an- 
other perfect start Springsteen had been 
dropped to third by Hank Scott and 
Parker" and Gary Scott had dropped 
back to 11th, where he would finish. 

Springsteen regained the lead on the 
19th lap, although he was unable to 
pull away from Hank and Terry. 
Behind the front three came Poovey in 
a solitary fourth, but behind him was a 
scramble for fifth which eventually 
went to Lance Jones “уе 
and Boody.

Gary Scott was obviously not pleased 
with his performance. “We've lost the 
combination. This was our chance to 
get 'em (Kidd and Goss) when they 
were down,” said Scott. He brightened 
up when he added, "I'm 99% sure ru 
ride Hank's bike at San Jose and he'll 
ride mine. That's a ton of weight off 
my shoulder. How's that for a brother?" 

For winner Springsteen it was 
"about time." Jay suffered a broken 
right collarbone at Santa Fe in early 
August and his recurring stomach ail- 
ment hospitalized him as recently as 
two weeks prior to the Syracuse Mile. 

Third place finisher Parker praised 
Springsteen and noted, "He was run- 
ning into number three so hard — that 
was the difference." 

Runner-up Hank Scott said, "I'm

After taking a champagne bath, 
Springsteen said, "I didn't know what 
was going to happen on the restart, 
but I got into the breeze with 'em 
(drafting Scott and Parker) and that 
was that!"

Penhall’s 
the one!

LONDON, ENGLAND, SEPT. 5 


Californian Bruce Penhall took the World In- 
dividual Speedway Championship in England 
last week when he outrode and outsmarted 15 
other top speedway riders. He collected 14 out 


of a possible 15 points, being 
beaten only in his last ride where 
he needed just one point for the 
dream to come true. 

Penhall could only be described as 
brilliant. He proved that you don't 
have to put five starts together when 
he came from the back of the field in 
what can only be described as two of 
the most exciting and sensational speed- 
way races to be seen in modern times. 

In his second race he was against 
former World Champ Ole Olsen, who 
knows every inch of the Wembley 
track. Olsen led Penhall right up to 
within inches of the flag but Bruce 


managed to get his wheels in line a 
little quicker than Olsen and found a 
little bit of extra drive to take the flag 
by five inches. 

Race 14 proved to be a copy of the 
race against Olsen, but this time against 
another Dane, Tommy Knudsen, who 
had dropped two points compared to 
Penhall’s clean sheet. 

The Dane led for almost all of the 
race, at one stage having a lead of 
some 20 yards. But again, Penhall 
found something that the others didn’t 
have and took the flag first by no more 
than an inch. Penhall said later, “I 
sort of lifted out of the gate and into 
the first turn. Knudsen must have 
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thought I was going high and I thought 
he was too far out. I might have taken 
it a bit easy because I couldn't believe 
it when he went past me. I thought, 
'Shoot I'd better start working harder 
than this,' so I went out wider to find 
the dirt and fortunately I found it to 
win the race on the line." 

Penhall's triumph took Wembley 
Stadium by storm with all the electrify- 
ing drama of a full scale Hollywood 
production, but through the 
American razz-ma-tazz, there emerged 
a very worthy winner — he was the 
people's choice for champion. Along 
with 30 or so members of his family 
were many thousands of supporters from 
all parts of England cheering Penhall 
onto the rostrum to become the only 
American since 1937 to win the title. 

Penhall's stylish riding was a superb 
advertisement on a night when the 
eyes of the world focused on the dirt 
track sport. He said later, "Without 
British League racing I wouldn't be 
World Champion, but the experience 
of riding the small tracks of southern 
California was very important. I 
couldn't be any happier. There are so 
many people out tipa helping me. I 
wanted to win it for my parents and 
family — I said that from the begin- 
ning. Now I'm World Champion and 
nobody can take that away from me." 

However, his night of glory wasn't 
without its problems. After his four 
winning rides, his mechanics noticed 
shining flecks of metal in the oil from 
his number one bike. That is the first 
telltale sign that the engine could 
seize so Penhall was faced with the 
agonizing decision. He could stick to 
that bike or change to his number two 


machine. 

He risked all and jumped on his 
back-up bike but sensibly kept his 
head to collect a safe two points be- 
behind England's Kenny Carter for the 
crown. 

"Now I want to go on and do as 
much for the sport as the great world 
champions of the past — men like 
Ivan Mauger, Ole Olsen and Barry 
Briggs. I want to be an ambassador for 
the sport. I think it needs it right now. 
If everyone gives me a chance I'm sure 
I can handle it." 

With the world final in his native 
Los Angeles next year, the Californian 
can cash in and earn more than the 

revious 17 world champions, and he 
Ls already been quoted as a 4-1 favorite 
to retain his title. 

It was a disappointing night for the 
four English riders, with last year's 
champion Mike Lee scoring a miserable 
five points after finishing last in two 
races and falling in his last ride. Dave 
Jessup, considered to have been the 
biggest threat to Penhall, won his first 
two rides then had two engine failures 
while leading to finish off a disastrous 
evening. Kenny Carter, the only rider 
who beat Penhall, also suffered an 
engine failure and the fourth 
Englishman, Cris Morton, just didn't 
haveanyconsitencyinhisriding. €

"I waited till the last lap, then I just gassed it 
right around him," was how Kawasaki's Eddie 
Lawson summed up the move that produced 
victory over Honda's Freddie Spencer in the 


Superbike final of the AMA Pro- 
Am road race at Seattle Inter- 
national Raceway. 

After leading or battling for 
the lead throughout much of the 20- 
lap, 45-mile Superbike race, Lawson 
made his move through the last corner 
and held on down the final straight to 
win by half a bikelength. 


Lawson's victory gives him a 17-point 
lead in the standings over Spencer, 
112-95, with only the Daytona Pro-Am 
round left on Oct. 4. Suzuki's Wes 
Cooley, who finished third, is now out 
of the race for the championship, 21 
points behind Lawson. 

"We were riding equally," said 
Lawson of Spencer. "I'd get him going 
into the corners and he'd get me going 


out. We were just going back and 
forth. I had a little motor on him, but 
we were riding equal." 

"He (Lawson) was getting a better 
drive than I was off the last corner and 
I could see that from the beginning of 
the race," said Spencer. "I knew he'd 
be coming up on me — probably on 
the outside — and I moved over, but I 
didn't move over far enough. Plus I 
didn't want to run him off the race- 
track! It was a good race." 

Finishing fourth was Honda's Mike 
Spencer, followed by Suzuki/Yoshimura 
R&D rider Gennady Liubimsky and 
first privateer Harry Klinzmann on the 
Racecrafters Kawasaki. 

This was the first AMA Pro road 
race at the S.I.R. circuit in nearly 10 
years. Promoted by Claude Hammond 
and sponsored by Honda, it drew a re- 
spectable crowd of roughly 6-8,000. 


Heats 


The first five-lap heat saw Lawson 
lead it from beginning to end, scarcely 
challenged by Yoshimura teammates 
Cooley and Liubimsky. In a race that 
was the same from beginning to end, 
Klinzmann finished fourth. 

The second heat found Freddie 
Spencer running up front from flag to 
flag. Teammate Roberto Pietri was 
second for the first two laps, only to 
jump off unhurt in the fairly tight left 
hand turn nine. Mike Spencer took 
over second to the finish with Jon Woo 
(Kaw) and Richard Oliver (Kaw) finish- 
ing 3-4. Spencer turned in the faster of 
the two heats to earn the pole for the 
final. 


Final 

Cooley got the jump on the final, 
leading Lawson, Freddie Spencer, 
Mike Spencer, Pietri, Liubimsky and 
Klinzmann at the end of a lap. The 


top three remained unchanged a lap 
later except for Pietri, who started on 
the thrid row of the grid after he DNF 
his heat. Roberto passed Mike Spencer 
to move into FEN 

The S.I.R. circuit calls for horse- 
power because the facility's major ac- 
tivity is drag racing and the long front 
straight comprises both the drag strip 
and uphill deacceleration chute. The 
rest of the course runs in a gully below 
the strip, and has several interesting 
corners. Overall, when viewed from 
above, S.I.R. looks like a tarmac 
bobby pin. 

It was on that long front straight 
that Lawson and Freddie Spencer ap- 
peared to be gaining on Cooley, and 
Lawson took over the lead on the third 
lap. Spencer went by Cooley a lap 
later, and soon the front two started to 
pull away. 

From lap four to lap 12, Lawson led 
with Spencer breathing down his neck. 
Behind them, Pietri moved up to dis- 
cuss third with Cooley, and they 
moved back and forth before the 
Venezuelan dropped out on lap 11 
with a broken oil line. 

On lap 12 Spencer gained the point 
position, but Lawson was as faithful a 
shadow as Freddie had been. 

The two ran nose to tail, side by side 
all the way to the white flag lap. Then 
Lawson made his move, driving off 
turn nine and setting up for an outside 
line through turn 10, a right hand dog 
leg that leads on to the front straight. 
Eddie had the lead coming out of the 
corner and resisted Spencer's best ef- 
forts to wrest it away again. 

Behind them, Cooley was a fairly 
distant third after having ground a 
bolt head off his engine in a tight 
corner and the resulting oil kept one of 
his footpegs very slippery. "I think 
we've slacked off a little bit, well since

Trophee des Nations MX 
Victory by 
American team 
shocks Europeans

LOMMEL, BELGIUM, SEPT. 6 

“We did it. We won!" That one simple senti- 
ment was on the lips of all four of the Ameri- 
can riders after the American Honda/ Bel-Ray 


sponsored team won the Trophee des Nations 


for the first time ever. The team | 
of Danny LaPorte, Johnny 
O'Mara, Chuck Sun and Donnie 


Hansen outpointed the Belgian 
team 20 to 37 to win the title right in 
the host team's own backyard. Belgian 


Andre Vromans won both 40-minute 
plus two lap motos, but in both races 
Americans placed second and third 
and no American placed worse than 
11th all day. The victory was especially 
sweet since no one at the Lommel 
track had given the team even the 
slightest chance of winning and had 
uestioned why they even bothered to 
show up. 

“This was a team effort all the way," 
said team manager Bel-Ray's J.J. 
Handfield. “We've been . working 
together, eating together апа 
planning together. These riders were 
determined to prove that they had 
what it takes to put a winning team 
effort together." 

This was the team that almost 
wasn't. The original four riders 
included riders from Yamaha and 
Suzuki, but the factories said they 
couldn't supply the team with enough 
bikes and spares to mount a winning 
effort. The cost was enormous and 
money was raised through the sale of 
T-shirts and donations. 

"We raised $30,000 from donations 
and sales," Hi-Point's Larry Maiers 
said. "Then, each of the big four 


pitched in $5,000. And the people at 
Bel-Ray have been super. They 
pitched in too and without them we 
couldn't have sent this team over 
here." 

Finishing behind the Belgian team 
of Vromans, 125cc World Champion 
Harry Everts, Eric Geboers, and Mark 
Velkeneers was the Dutch team of 
Gerard Rond, Kees van de Ven, Henk 
Van Mierlo and Bennie Wilken. 

The host Belgian team was exempt 
from qualifying due to their victory in 
this event last year. The 13 other 
teams had to qualify for starting 
positions in two 20-minute motos. Two 
riders from each team were placed in 
each moto and the Americans were 
represented by Sun and Hansen in the 
first. Sun took the early lead, but was 
passed by teammate Hansen on the 
"stadium bike" 250 Hondas. Hansen 
bobbled letting Sun and Holland's 
Henk Van Mierlo through and that's 
how they finished -- America 1-3. 

The second qualifier went to the 
purple helmet of Luxembourg's Johan 
Martens, but once again the 
Americans were near the top with 
“Johnny О” second and Danny 
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(Top) The first moto found three Americans in the leading group. O'Mara (48) took the holeshot ahead of Guy Van Gijsegen (59), Hansen (49), Simo Taimi (28)

LaPorte fourth. The best three scores 
were tabulated and the young 
American team had qualified first 
with six points to Sweden's 15. 

There was some comment made 
that the Americans would last through 
a 20-minute race, but not two 40- 
minute motos. 

First Moto 

Among those in attendance’ were 
Yamaha's Mike Bell, his mechanic 
Dave Osterman and Marty Tripes. 
Both were in Europe to race a stadium 
cross in Amsterdam the following 
night and came out to root on their 
friends and compatriots. 

"] sure wish I was out there," Bell 
said. "These guys are determined to 
win. Before, some of the guys that 
would come over here just looked at it 
like a free trip to Europe, but not these 
riders." 

According to Bell, the sandy, 
bumpy course was similar to the 
Southwick, ^ Massachusetts track. 
Whatever it was, Johnny O'Mara 
certainly liked it as he rocketed into 
the lead after a lightning-fast 
holeshot. The entire U.S. team gated 
well and were. all in the top 10 along 


with Vromans and Van Mierlo. 

The British hopes had been dimmed 
earlier when newly-crowned 250cc 
World Champion Neil Hudson 
decided that he would be unable to 
ride due to a wrist injury. The Belgian 
team was without the services of two- 
time 500cc World Champion Andre 
Malherbe who had recently injured his 
wrist and was in a cast. Also out of 
action was Georges Jobe whose cast ran 
from his thigh to his ankle. 

Without those two the Belgians had 
to rely on consistent performances 
from the rest and in the first moto they 
didn't get them. Yamaha-mounted 
Velkeneers' went down on the fourth 
Iap and had trouble restarting. Team- 
mate Eric Geboers was also running 
back in the pack as bometown favorite 
Vromans, who lives two miles from the 
track, was moving past O'Mara and 
into first. The team strategy was 
paying off as Americans filled the 
three slots behind Vromans with 
Chuck Sun running sixth. 

“This is my first race in five weeks,” 
Sun said. “Гуе been recovering from a 
foot injury I got in the Nationals." 


Vromans soon caught up to lapped … 


teammate Velkeneers and they 
circulated together ahead of the 
American contingent whose places 
were secure. Only Van Mierlo dented 
the four places behind Vromans by 
running in fifth for most of the race. 

Geboers was riding like a wild man 
to catch up and soon was on team- 
mate Everts. They ran together, but 
there was no denying the American 
effort. 

Britain suffered a further blow 
when on the last lap former World 
Champion Graham Noyce's bike ran 
out of gas. 

The smooth-running Vromans took 
the win 50 seconds ahead of O'Mara 
with LaPorte and Hansen right 
behind. Van Mierlo stayed in fifth 
with Sun slipping to eighth. 

“The shocks were too wingy in the 
first moto," Sun said. "Sand isn't my 
favorite type of track. So we're going 
to change the shock for the second 
moto." 

The bikes were kept in the impound 
area between motos with the 
mechanics allowed to work on them 
there. 


The, Honda. Team Manager . for, , 


mechanics, Dave Arnold explained 
what he and the others went through 
to get the bikes ready. 

“We had barely enough parts to 
keep all of these bikes together. These 
are the stadium bikes with the stadium 
pipes and cylinders. We've worked 
until midnight every night this week 
on these things. We had to change 
pistons between races and we were 
honing cylinders last night,” he said. 

The score was nine for the 
Americans and 20 for the Belgians 
after the first race. Everts and Geboers 
could do no better than ninth and 
10th and Velkeneers finished four 
laps down in 24th. Fifth and sixth 
went to the Dutch. 

“If we're going to win anywhere, this 
is the place to do it," the AMA's 
representative to the FIM jury, Mike 
DiPrete, said. 

Second Moto 

Only four teams, Belgian, British, 
Swedish, and Russian had ever won 
this event. There were four Americans 
determined to make it five. 

Exuberance would best describe the 
crowd's mood at the start of the second

14-team field through the first corner. 
Husky's Conny Carlsson was third with 
LaPorte and-Hansen chasing. O'Mara 
and Sun had not gotten good starts 
and were mid-pack. But behind them 
were Velkeneers and Everts. The two 
Belgians kept the lead at the 10-minute 
mark with LaPorte shadowing them 
and the rest of the team only slightly in 
arrears. The Dutch pair of Kees Van 
de Ven and Van Mierlo were near the 
front also with Geboers headed in that 
direction. Soon after the halfway mark 
the Belgian fortunes soured as both 
Everts and Geboers fell, leaving 
Vromans all alone with LaPorte and 
O'Mara filling in behind. Hansen was 
slowing slightly. 

“I just couldn't ride through the 
bumps," he said. "Every time I went 
through them I felt like I was going to 
bail off." 

"Geboers ate it hard right in front of 
us" Yamaha mechanic Dave 
Osterman said. 

With only the top six scores from 
both motos counting to the overall 
winner a placing out of the top ten 
wasn't damaging to the Americans as 


they could fall back on Sun's eighth 
place finish in the first moto if they 
had to. The Belgians weren't the only 
ones falling as LaPorte also went 
down. 

"I wanted to be as close to Vromans 
as possible. I just wanted to catch him 
and I crashed in the first corner. The 
same one that Everts crashed in. 1 
waited too long to read my mechanic's 
sign board and I went down." 

The slip, five laps from the end, 
wasn't too costly as he quickly re- 
mounted and held second place ahead 
of teammate O'Mara. 

A few notches back Sun and Everts 
were having their own custody battle 
for sixth place. 

"I knew it was Everts so I went for 
it,” Sun said. “I got him on the last 
lap. It was hard to get around those 
guys because they were really 
motoring.” 


It was obvious that a new champion 
was to be crowned and although the 
crowd still cheered wildly for Vromans 
they were silenced by the team effort 
of LaPorte, O'Mara, Sun and Hansen. 

Vromans got the win and a 





personally satisfying 1-1 day. But 
behind him were the real winners as 
the mud-covered faces of LaPorte and 
O'Mara wore ear-to-ear smiles when 
they pulled into the pits. The Dutch 
tandem of Van deVen and Van Mierlo 
followed just ahead of Chuck Sun who 
was a few better than Donnie Hansen. 

“I hope you know you made my 
year," Tripes told the team as they 
embraced. This victory belonged to 
the entire team and the man behind 
the effort was American Honda's 
Roger DeCoster, a national hero here 
and former team member on many 
winning Belgian teams. 


"It was different than when I won it, 
but it was very exciting for me. I had 
to convince American Honda that it 
was worth the cost. It will cost us 
about $40,000, but everything was 
better than expected. After you win 
it's a lot easier." 

"We knew that the Belgians were 
good. But only Danny and Chuck had 
seen them before," O'Mara, who had a 
2-3 day said. "We expected to do 
good, but we didn't know just how 
good we'd do. There was no sense us 





knocking each other down." 

Nobody was sure just how good they 
would do. Former World Champion 
Heikki Mikkola, the manager of the 
Finnish team, expressed just those 
feelings. 

"It was my pleasure to race with 
you. You have a good team. I think 
they were a little surprised." 

According to several people, the 
promoter of the race was reluctant to 
have the Americans race. He was said 
to feel that they were a “second-rate” 
team and that DeCoster should. not 
have bothered to bring them. 

This grated on everyone involved in 
the winning effort, especially Thurr 
Coen, the Bel-Ray representative in 
Belgium who handled team logistics in 
Europe. 

After the race Coen got on the P.A. 
system and announced to’ all in 


Flemish, "We have proven that it 
wasn't a joke." »

Honda's Danny LaPorte and Johnny O'Mara 
led the stampede with teammates Donnie 
Hansen and Chuck Sun also turning in strong 
performances. 
Quite a coincidence, isn't it? The first time 
the American team won was the first

Stites two for three in 
Pacific Northwest

For the first time in several years, it appears 
that a National Trials Champion will not be 
determined until the final round of the eight- 


round series. 

Montesa-mounted Curt Comer 
went into round four of the series 
with two firsts and a second. His 
round four win Sept. 5 at Bridge 
of the Gods, WA seemed to assure him 
his first National crown. 

Rounds five and six the following 
two days in Oregon would see that 
hope dim when Jack Stites of Florida 
posted stunning back-to-back victories 
aboard a Fantic. 

Stites had the first ride on his new 
200cc Fantic in the motel parking lot 
Friday afternoon. His performance at 
the round four Bridge of the Gods 
Trial on Saturday left a bit to be 
desired. In fact, his teammates pre- 
sented him with a “plain brown paper 
sack" to cover his head with before 
the start of Sunday's Round Five. 


` Stites and Montesa-mounted Brad 
Skreen of Oregon tied for top honors 
at Mt. Hood with 44 marks lost, but 
Stites’ 28 cleans to Skreen's 17 put him 
on top of the leader board. 

Stites had little trouble on Monday's 
trial posting a 26 mark/22 clean score. 
Second place Dwaine Walters from 
California was second with 37 marks 
aboard an Italjet. 

The PNTA's three-round Labor Day 
weekend events were a tremendous 
success. Each trial presented a totally 
different terrain challenge. 


Saturday's Bridge of the Gods Trial 


was loose rock on top of loose rock. It 
did no ee to watch preceding riders 


every attempt. It was “seat of the 
pants" riding at its finest. 

The last section, fittingly named 
Masada, diabolically incorporated all 
of the earlier section hazards — tricky 
entrance, loose shifting shale paths 
that wobbled like a plate full of jello, 
and two very deceptive rock steps. 

Round Five at Mt. Hood, OR was a 
great event for the spectators. All of 
the sections were within relatively easy 
walking distance of, the start-finish | 
area. For the rider, it was the 
challenge of solid and big rock 
sections. Had there b water in 
sections nine and 10, I would have 
sworn I was back in Scotland at the 
notorious Edramucky. Section 
marking was tight, but the rider did 
have some option on choice of line. 

On Saturday, a rider needed luck as 
well as Skill; on Sunday it was the 
other way around. 

In Monday's Eugene/Springfield, 
OR event, a ridet got to find out how 
he did on slimy, wet rocks. On the first 
loop, everybody was a rock scrubber. 
Time became a critical factor when 
séction bottlenecks began to form. Of 
the 12 sections, 10 were in the wet and 
slime. The remaining two were log 
sections and a pleasant change of 
pace.

At 
this point Jennings slipped by Roeseler 
to take over the second spot. Breker 
had pulled a commanding lead by the 
third lap, when disaster struck Breker 
after the rod on his two year old Kawa- 
saki let go.

At the start of the 125cc Pro class, 
Dean Cates took his KRW and Super 
Seer Suzuki into the lead with Rick 
Maki (Suz) hard upon Cates rear 
fender. Harley Hall (Suz), Richard 
Hoffman (Yam) and Randy Yetto 
(Yam) rounded off the top five. During 
the second lap Hall fell, dropping 
back to sixth and moving Hoffman up 
to third. Pressuring Hoffman was La 
Habra Yamaha's Micky Dymond. 
After a couple of laps Maki slipped by 
Cates. But Cates didn't give up 
without a fight, keeping Maki within 
his sights. Hoffman fell prey to 
Dymond on the fourth lap, giving 
Dymond third. Cates tried to catch up 
to Maki by the finish but to no avail. 
Dymond finished third while a content 
Hoffman finished fourth.

MacCracken

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, SEPT. 6 
The California Racing Club 
opened a new qualifier series for 
another amateur supercross 
event. This series will culminate 
at San Diego's Jack Murphy stadium 
on Nov. 15, when the riders good 
enough to qualify in, any, оре of this 
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multi-race series will have the oppor- 
tunity to race on the same track the 
Pros will use. 

During practice, it was clear that 
Eric MacCracken's Malcolm Smith 
Yamaha was perfectly tuned and he 
shot out of the moto one gate and up 
the start hill lengths ahead of anyone 
else in the 250cc Pros. From that point 
on the race was for second, because 
there was no catching MacCracken. 
Matt Whiting put his Yamaha into 
that spot early in the first lap with 
Wayne Martin very close behind in 
third. In lap four of this 15-lap event, 
Whiting went down briefly on the 
back of the course, and Ted Hoyt got 
by Martin to inherit second. On the 
next lap Mark Ashworth moved up to 
third and Martin was forced to try and 
push his way back in. He pushed a 
little too hard, going down twice in 
successive laps right in front of the 
scoring booth. The moto finished 
MacCracken first, Hoyt second, and 
Ashworth third. 

Moto two was virtually a replay of 
the first. Big Mac was not the first out 
of the gate but he sure was first and 
fastest coming around on lap one. 
Arroyo has been a little unlucky for 
MacCracken in the past but not so 
today. He attacked the track in his 
aggressive style as if daring it and the 
fates to stop him. They obviously 
didn't dare and MacCracken got back 
to back firsts for an uncontested first 
overall in the 250cc Pro class. 

Chris Cole had second nailed down 
for many laps but suffered some front 
wheel problems which eventually put 
him out of the race. Hoyt and Ashworth 
moved to second and third and stayed 
in these positions to the end. 

The 125cc Pro class saw some 
intense competition. Moto one belonged 
to Jeff Stanford who jumped into the 
lead immediately and spent the rest of 
the race ignoring the 125s and trying 
to catch the Open bikes on the track at 
the same time. Before the moto ended 
he was able to get within five seconds 
of the front-running Bob Schulz. 

Moto two saw the three 125cc 
leaders — Stanford, Richard Sands 
and Darel Francis — go through the 
first three laps only inches apart. Their 
momentum brought them right up to 
the second place Open bike, ridden 
by Brian Vargus. On lap five, Sands, 
who had been really pressuring Stan- 
ford, saw the perfect spot and passed 
both Stanford and Vargus to run 
second overall and lead the 125s. At 
first it didn't seem likely that he could 
catch the distant Schulz, but he had 
almost 10 laps to go on a course that 
didn't favor power. By lap nine Sands 
had indeed caught the Open bike and 
put a 125cc in the lead. In the mean- 
time, Stanford got by Var but 
couldn't catch Sands and Schulz. Since 
Sands had finished third in the first 
moto, his first here was good enough 
for second overall for the day and Stan- 
ford's 1-2 performance earned him the 
win.

Baylands Raceway's 250cc Pros 
seem to be dominated by none 
other than a Yamaha rider, that 
being one Shawn McConn of 
Mountain View.

Mitchell, Stout 
steal Livermore 
MX

LIVERMORE, CA, AUG. 23 

For many a Sunday, motocross 
racers in the Bay Area have tried 
to find a nice convenient and 
very competitive track to show 
their skills and test their ability on. 
Finally, with the help of track promoter 
Clark Rupp, Livermore kicked their 
opener in a super style. Over 150 riders 
from as far as Stockton and as far 
south as Salinas came to blaze the 
bumpy track. All categories were well 
represented except for the Pros, the 
reason for this being that this course 
was not designed to fit the format of a 
Pro racer but has the capability to test 
and to also teach Novices and Begin- 
ners. 

With some of the top Novice riders 
in the Bay Area showing ир, plus a 
bunch of new faces, the categories 
were split up into two and three divi- 
sions. In 250cc Novice Division One, 
25 riders lined the starting line and 
saw Ken Herrle take a great holeshot 
with Chris Mitchell in close pursuit. 
Following Mitchell was veteran Claus 
Holm and then the rest of the large 
field. With the new Livermore course 
proving that it took more strength 
than speed to handle the many bumps 
that line the track, Herrle showed 
everybody in the first moto just how it 
was to be done. When the flag fell at 
the end of the moto, it was Herrle in 
first followed by Mitchell and Holm. 

The second moto saw one of the clos- 
est races of the day as this time it was 
Mitchell who shot out of the gate like a 
bullet. Mitchell made the hazardous 
180-degree turn before anybody else 
even knew he was gone. With Mitchell 
gone with the wind and hitting the 
small bumps with superb rhythmn, the 
only question in anybody's mind at this 
point was who would take second and 
third place.

At the restart it was a vey 
cautious bunch taking it easy through 
the first turn with Bill Stout taking ЕЕ 
lead followed by bumps expert Jeff 
Sappington and then by a group of 
riders so close, Sappington could surely 
feel the heat from their motors. With 
Stout keeping the throttle wide open 
and using his superior skills, everyone 
at the track knew he was the man to 
beat in this division. With Sappington 
and Kirkoran hot on his heels, the fans 
at the new Livermore course definitely 
got their money’s worth.

Baldridge became the second double 
winner when he devastated the 125cc 
Stock class with perfect 1-1 finishes. 
Baldridge was the quickest 125cc 
Novice ever at Burleson. 

Randy “Fluid Form” Sullivan (Suz) 
found the fast lane on Saturday and 
never yielded the right of way as he 
piloted his Full Floater to consecutive 
125cc Pro wins despite the hard 





charging competition. Second overall 
was another Pro left over, David Weak 
(Suz), who bent it back in both rounds 
for a pair of twos. Third overall was 
Mark “Peaches” Rakestraw (Yam), 
whose experience paid off in holding 
off 14-year-old “Killer” Carroll 
Richardson (УКМ). 

250cc Pro wars had the “Doughboy” 
out front and on the gas as he piloted 
his Carter's Yamaha/support YZ to 
consecutive wins with “Comeback” 
Kyle Landrum (Suz) pushing him to 
the finish in round two only to wind 
up in second. Third after two rounds 
was Dennis “Skylab” Hawthorne 
(Yam), who landed his Ed’s Body Shop 
YZ in fine form. 

Open Pro action provided the crowd 
with the day’s third double winner, 
Kirk Spencer. Spencer, cool and calm 
as a cucumber on ice, paced himself to 
another perfect tally and big bucks as 
Chili's Chris Hipp (Suz) cruised home 
in second ahead of Jack Beckham 
(Mai) and his pair of threes.

Sullivan, Wallace, 
Spencer blast 
Burleson Regional 
MX opener

DALLAS, TX, SEPT. 5 
Burleson MX was the first stop 
on the AMA Pro Texas Regional 
Series made possible by Tommy 
Connors of TCR Promotions and 
the super-talented group of riders that 
went to war on one of Texas’ best 
courses. Burleson provided the riders 
with all the elements, and when the 
day's racing was complete, Pro riders 
Randy “Fluid Form” Sullivan (Suz), 
amic” Dan Wallace (Suz) and 
Kirk "The Doughboy” Spencer (Yam) 
had moved to the head of their respec- 
tive classes by scoring overall wins. 

Because of the size of the classes, the 
racing began with the Open class and 
what a beginning. At the drop of the 
gate, "The Doughboy," Kirk Spencer 
aboard his Yamaha supported Carter's 
Yamaha YZ, rocketed into a lead that 
would last for the duration. Although 
Spencer only lives 40 miles away, to see 
him ride the track you'd think he had 
designed it himself. Spencer was 
flawless receiving constant pressure 
from Las Vegas, Nevada's Kevin Davis 
(Mai), who was eventually penalized a 
lap for cutting the course trying to stay 
within spitting distance of the fleeing 
Spencer. 

"The Doughboy" took home his 
share as he copied his performance in 
round two with Davis coming on 
strong for second overall ahead of 
David Stutts (Yam), another Yamaha 
support rider from San Antonio, TX. 
Stutts came from behind in each moto 
putting together 5-4 finishes for a 
third in the overall column. 

Radical 125cc Pro action followed, 
and Randy "Fluid Form" Sullivan 
(Suz) stole the show with a 2-1 effort 
for the overall win. Round one began 
with Sullivan taking an early lead only 
to loop it off one of the many jumps at 
Burleson. Bobby Sanford (Suz) made 
momma proud by taking over after 
Sullivan's dismount. Sanford ran out 
of wind in the middle of lap eight as he 
took a Texas turf test. 

Houstonians Mike Fesser (Yam) and 
"Magic" Mike Clements (Suz) took 
over as they battled for the coveted 
number one slot. Fesser performed 
brilliantly until “Magic Mike" blitzed 
by just past the halfway mark. 
Clements held on for the duration as 
Sullivan charged back for second 
ahead of a tiring Fesser, Terry Tinney 
(Suz) and Steve Pate (Suz). 

Round two had Jeffrey Winner (Suz) 
overcoming a Willie Brummitt (Suz) 
holeshot. Winner continued his search 
for the fast lane as Brummitt soil 
sampled his way out of contention, 
suffering from the tough Texas 
weather. Sullivan moved up to 
challenge Winner, and just past the 





halfway mark, a determined Sullivan 
leaped into the lead off one of many 
Burleson's suspension-testing jumps. 
Sullivan continued his comeback 
climb for the win as Omaha's David 
Weak (Suz) charged back for second 
before time ran out. Finishing third in 
a race that took its toll on riders and 
machines was Steve Hendricks (Yam). 
Overall it was Cowtown's Sullivan, 
Sanford, "Cajun" Randy Golden 
(Suz), Fesser, Tinney and Ohio's Mark 
Smith (Yam). 

The largest class of the day and also 
the least predictable was the exciting 
250cc event. "Dynamic" Dan Wallace 
(Suz) of Houston, a man who never 
led a single lap of the 250cc event, won 
the class with a consistent 3-2 effort. 
The old saying "close only counts in 
horse shoes, hand grenades and atom 
bombs" didn't consider motocross and 
a consistent rider' performance. 
"Dynamic Dan" took the overall after 
apparent round one winner Darren 
"Spoiler" Rhoten (Suz) was penalized a 
lap for jumping the starting gate and 
breaking an ignition in round two 
while closing in on the leaders. 

Wallace won after actual round one 
winner Kurt Dillon (Yam) suffered a 
soil sample at the beginning of round 
two. Wallace won in dynamic fashion 
when "Dynamite" Dan Conway (Hon) 
failed to finish a moto after running 
third in one moto and first in the 
other.
